and though u great many do not understand 
wlmt they rend, most can. It is known that 
multitudes ol the tracts are destroyed ; but the 
bound hooks arc generally preserved. The New 
Testament is out of print nearly, and Mr. Judson 
<has just commenced revising arid printing a new 
'edition oflO,000, which will require two presses 
"to he constantly employed nearly a year. One 
edition of an hundred thousand of lire Balance 
is now in press. Several other tracts are nearly 
out of print.

ery family in tbe empire, for many could not read

Pcriutp* there are few' persons who have noi 
formed some nutiott of William Penn. He if 
generally imagined as m plain, honest old gontlv* 
man, dressed in a peculiar costume, seated under 
some wide spreading tree of the Pennsylvanian 
wilderness, making treaties with the natives. 

Most persons have heard or read that ho was pe¬ 
culiarly inclined to peace, that he lived in great 
harmony with the savage tribes by which his gov¬ 
ernment was surrounded, treating them with a 
paternal tenderness, and in turn treated by them 
ns a father. Most persons, perhaps, are also ac¬ 
quainted with the fact, that for seventy years, the 
repose of his infant colony of Pennsylvania, 
though defended liv no arms hut those of justice 
and of peace, and 'situated in the very bosom of 
manv savage nations, was not disturbed by any 
hostile incursion. His character as 11 legislator 
is, however, but very partially understood, the 
independence nnd wisdom of his o|«uiona hut 
link: known, the force of his principles and the 
sacrifices which he made to sustain them hut very 
fectly appreciated. 

Itis lifo was oils of contrarieties. Born to 
wealth and rank, anil in a gay and licentious age, 
h« was in extreme youth distinguished by tire 
gravity and sobriety ot his deportment. It is said, 
that at the age of eleven, while alone in his chain- 
tor “ he was suddenly surprised with an inward 
comfort,, and an appearance of external glory 
which gave rise to religious emotions, producing 
within him the strongest conviction ol the being 
of a Oml, and of the capacity of the human soul 
lot holding communion wiih him. The stamp 
ol the Divinity, he toliuved was thet^ put upon 
him. Be this as it may, it is certain that at a very 
early age his religious sobriety alarmed his father* 
courtier and knight as he wav,and lie endeavored 
to give a different turn to the character of his son. 

First, he tried the effect of blows, and that failing, 
expelled him from Itis house. Then releti'itig, lie 
recalled him, and sent him to Paris, with the hope 
that the scenes of that gay metropolis would re¬ 
vive in him the charms of worldly solemlor; hut 
the effect was only temporary and apparent. 

Again lie sent him to the polished court of the 
lord lieutenant of Ireland, hut without sit 
Penn fait himself called wiih a nobler ve. 
thaw dmt pf power and rank; a sacred fm 
enkindled within him, which no liumau agency 
could extinguish or repress. 

The heir of a warrior, he became a son ol 
peace—a plain, persecuted preacher of religion, 
he became the proprietor and founder of a prov¬ 
ince—horn to enjoy the favor of the great, he re- 
iir.quighed it tor the society of the obscure and 
persecuted; in an age when the light of liberty 
was in danger of being extinguished, he perceiv¬ 
ed its beauty, he felt its genial influence upon his 
soul. The friend of Sidney and of Locke, lie was 
imbued with the same spirit; hut especially as 
the advocate of religions liberty did he rise supe¬ 
rior to the age in which he lived. To the cause 
of religious liberty he mainly devoted his life. 

For this he spoke, for this he wrote, for this he 
suffered; open, free I ram guile, his principles of 
religious liberty caused him to be again and again 
calumniated and assailed as a Jesuit; upright,! 
virtuous, unoffending, five limes was his person ! | , ovv T am | ,

gate—all could not control the ethereal liberty ol 
fiii soul. Something within told him that he was 
appointed to labor for the deliverance of Israel; 
he renounced the brilliant prospects of worldly 
aggrandizement which opened toforc his youthful 
mind, preferring affliction, in the cause to which 
he was devoted, to enjoying tire pleasures of sin. 

It would to interesting m trace his history through 
all its eventful scenes, but it Is with him as a leg¬ 
islator, that, as advocates ol the cause of peace, 
we are"mainly concerned. Our citief purpose 
in ihis article is to depict William Penn as a ru¬ 
ler, in Itis intercourse and relations with other 
powers. . 

About a century and a half ago, William Penn 
obtained from the royal government the proprie¬ 
torship of a tract rf land in America, named by 
the king at the time of the grant, Pennsylvania, 
and was at the same time invested by royal char¬ 
ter with the government ot the same. The Brit¬ 
ish government was indebted to his father in the 
sum of sixteen thousand pounds. Penn, wearied 
with the troubles anil the persee itions to which 
lie and his friend' had been subjected, hail form¬ 
ed the design of raising up an empire in the new 
world, where conscience should reign unmolested 
by power. He wished to set an example to the 
nations ol an empire acquired, and administered 
niton principles of humanity and justice. The 
ancient and just liberties of the people of England 
as asserted in tire great charter of their rights, had 
been trampled under foqU in the transactions ot 
Europeans with the nations of the new world-, 
pewer rather than justice had liven the measure 
of right. The thunder of cannon, and the glit¬ 
tering of the sword to been employed to im¬ 
press the poor Indian with the first lesson of his 
inferiority- An example of superior power deal- 


ngainst his fellow planter; ami if any Indian 
should abuse any planter, that the planter should 
not be hi# own judge in the case, Imt should 
make complaint to the governor or some magis¬ 
trate, who should to the utmost of his power ex¬ 
ert his influence with 1I10 chief of the nation to 
which such Indian might belong, that a proper 
satisfaction might he made to the injured planter. 
All differences tot weeu planters and Indians were

He adtls in co 
elusion: — 

“ We are persuaded, that whenever we shall 
seriously go to work, satan will make a tlrea 
. Some will he thrown into prisons, and 
ers lieheaded, as in times of yore. But then the 
Savior lias overcome the archfiend, nnd w 
ever we suffer for llis name will redound 10 
glory and tlto propagation of the Gospel, 
we preach the gosjrel in much meekness 
1 patience; if we assist suffering humanity, like 
our excellent Dr. Parker; if we coutituie in 
rell-doitig, imitating our great pattern Jesus 
Christ, we may make sure of victory.”

lie decided by a jury of six planters 
Indians, that so they might live friendly together, 
preventing as much ns in them lay, all occasions 
of heart burnings and mischief.

history. To Itis just and sagacious mind, weak¬ 
ness and complexion were 110 test of truth, no 
measure of right. Let us lor a moment imagine 
to ourselves the consequences, had a like course 
been pursued by uvery European who has net foot 
upon these shores, and by his descendants here 
t diristinits coming in the spirit and the practice ot 
tliei.- religion, savage ferocity would have been 
disarmed before ilu-in, and the golden chain of 
peace have been unbroken, unstained—and mi. 
oliscti etl Do you ask fori the proof? Behold 
it in theeatly liisrery of Pennsylvania.! 

The royal charter granted, the Irame ol gov¬ 
ernment, or constitution, settled, and the ‘•Con¬ 
cessions” agreed upon, three ships sail for the 
province; but observe still further the justice mid 
the charity of Penn. Ho had purchased bis do 
main for the stmt of sixteen thousand pounds; 
Ire was invested with the property and the gov¬ 
ernment of ir by the royal hand ami seal; yet, so 
desirous was he so to obtain and keep the New 
Land, that ire might not he unworthy of God’s 
love, he sends a special commission to treat with 
the native lords of the soil for the purchase of the 
mie lands which lie had tonglil of the crown, 
ltd 10 make with them a league of eternal peace, 
ehold these ships approaching the wild and 
wage shore—with the demonstrations of supe- 
or power—with the array ol armed men—with 
ie accents ol the cannon’s mouth ? No—bm 
ith thn following Christian, peaceful letter, 
•ritien with Penn’s own hand :— 

*• There is a great God and power, which 
made the world nml all things therein, to whom 
you, ami I, and all people owe their jteing, and 
well being, mid to whom you nnd I must one day I 
give mi account lor all that we have done in this 
world. 

This great God has written hi* law in our 
hearts, by which we are taught nnd commanded 
to love, anil to help, and to do good to one unoih 
:r. Now this great God hath been pleased to 
make me concerned in your part ol the world;! 
»lld the king of the country wlrera 1 live hath 
given ttte a great province therein: hut I desire j 
' enjoy it with your love mid consent, that we 
luy always live together as neighbors and friends; 
else what would the great God do to us, who 
limit made us not to devour and destroy one 
another in the world ? Now, 1 would have you 
we 1 observe, that I am very sensible of the tm- 
kiudness ami injustice which have been too 
much exercised toward you by the people of 
these parts ol the world, who have sought, them¬ 
selves; to make great advantages by you, ratlrer 
thati to to examples of goodness uud patience un¬ 
to you. This l luar hath been a matter of trou¬ 
ble to you,and caused great grudging mill animos¬ 
ities, sometimes to the shedding of blood ; which 
hHtli made the great God angry. B'tt I am uot 
such a man, as is well known in my own country. 
1 have great love ami regard toward you, nml 
desire to win ami gain your love urn! friendship 
by a kind, just, ami |reaceahle life; and the peo¬ 
ple I send are of the same mind, mid shall in all 
things behave themselves accordingly ; and it in 
any tiling any shall offend you or your people, 
you shall have a full and speedy satisfaction for 
the same, by an equal number of just itteu on 
both sides, llml by no menus you may have just 
occasion of being offended against them. 

1 shall shortly come to see you myself, at 
which time we may more largely and freely con¬ 
fer and discourse of these mailers, lit the’mean 
time, I have sent my Commissioners to treat with 
you about land, and a firm league ol pence. Let 
me desire you to be kind to them, and to the 
people, and receive the presetitsaml tokens which 
1 have sent you,Rs a testimony of my good will 
to you, and of my resolution to live justly, peace¬ 
ably, aud friendly with yon.” 

But it was not through the agency of others 
that an enterprize peculiar like liial of Penn was 
to be carried into complete effect. The com¬ 
missioners had gone, with their instructions, to 
prepare the way. Penn lumself, was soon to foi- 
vvisdoin, justice, ami spirit of sell- 
erect nnd consolidate the work. Ar¬ 
ranging his affairs in England—and leaving, in a 
most tieaittifol letter to his wile, his paternal 
counsels for his family—Ire sails for his new 
province. The Wclcoine, lor so the ship was 
called, I1111I not tdvanred for toforc a most violent 
disease breaks out among the passengers. Be¬ 
hold Penn, ilia proprietor and governor of a 
province, at their side, offering spiritual consola¬ 
tion, and ministering to their Wants by lire 1 
assiduous personal attendance. Thirty foil 

ocean. At length the Welcome arrives. The 
Deleware tours upon its gentle tide the |>eace tti 
legislator, and soon, greeted with demon trillions 
of joy by those whom he was now to govern—lie 
stands upon its shore ; without any ensign of pow¬ 
er—reiving upon the force of his own native great¬ 
ness. He takes legal possession of the country—as¬ 
sembles the magistrates, explains to them his 
views of the nature of governmenr,and particular¬ 
ly of that which he had cotne to estahl sh— 
promises liberty, recommends sobriety, amity and 
peace. This done, he pays a visit of courtesy to 
the governor of New York—returns anil calls an 
assembly to enact laws for the province. In con¬ 
formity with lus great design of cultivating peace 
and amity, he had already despatched messen¬ 
gers to Lord Baltimore, to “ ask his health, to of- 
fer kind neighbourhood, and to agree upon a 
time ol meeting, the better to establish it,” With 
that Uuhlemnn he soon had a friendly interview 
and the two governors undertook, in their own 
persons, to adjust the boundaries between their 
provinces. Though uot immediately successful 
in this a'tempt.and Lord Baltimore endeavoring 
after some time to assume jurisdiction of the dis¬ 
puted territory. Penn contented himself with is¬ 
suing a public declaration of his rights ; for al¬ 
though he was always for peace, lie was tiot al¬ 
ways for submission. Suffice »t to say that ttte 
affair ended without any serious difficulty, the 


They stand there, an unarmed group, before 
multitudes of savages; scattered through tbe womb 
as far as the eye can reach, frightful in number, in 
figure and in arms. A chief places on his own 
head a chaplet, in which appears a small horn, an 
emblem of kingly power. At this, the India": 
throw down their arms upon the ground, and 
seat themselves, in savage taciturnity, round thei - 
chiefs. The Sachem with the royal chaplet tm- 
tintmt.es to Penn that the nations are 
hear him. Penn speaks, and so far as tl 
orv of what he said hits been preserved, to the fol¬ 
lowing purport:— 

“The Great Spirit who made me and you, who 
rules the heavens aud the earth, and who is ac¬ 
quainted with the inmost thoughts of man, knows 
tliat 1 and inv friends have a liearty desire to live 
in peace and friendship with you, aud to serve 
you to khd utmost of our power. It is not our 
custom to use hostile weapons against our fellow 
creatures, lor this reason we have come unarmed. 
Our object is riot to do injury and thug provoke 
the great Spirit, but to do good. We are now 
met on the broad path-way of good faith and 
good will, so that no advantage is to to taken on 
either side, but all is to to openness, brotherhood, 
and love.” 

Here, unrolling the parchment, he conveys to 
them, by ineaus »f the interpreter, article by ar¬ 
ticle, the condiliotis of lire purchase and the 
1 Is of the compact made (or their eternal union. 
Among other things it was stipulated that the in¬ 
dium, should not he molested in their lawful pttr- 
snits,even in the territory they had sold. Il'nuy 
disputes should arise tot ween thorn and the Eng¬ 
lish, they vvece to he settled by a jury composed 
ot six Englishmen &six Indians. Penn then paid 
the Indians for their land, and made them many 
:sents from the merchandize which lay spread 
upon the grottud. This done, he lays the parch¬ 
ment on the ground, observing, as he had already 
done before, that the ground should to common 
both people. He then proceeds:— 

“I will not, like ihe Marylanders, call you 
children or brothers only; for parentsoften whip 
their children, and toothers sometimes differ; 
neither will 1 compare our friendship to a chain, 
for a chain the rain may rust, or a tree fall and 
break it: but I will regard you as the same flesh 
and blood with the Christians, nnd the stunt- ns if 
te man’s body were divided into two parts.” 
Then taking up the parchment aud presenting 
it to the SacTiem with the horned chaplet, lie de¬ 
sires hint and the other Sachems to preserve it 
carefully for three generations. Thus said he, our 
children will know, what has passed between us, 
just as if we ourselves had remained to repeat it. 

Of the speeches made by the Indian chiefs on 
Ids occasion, all that we know is that they sol- 
111 nly pledged themselves to live in love with 
Penn aud his children, so tong as tire sun aud 
moon should eltdi

MENT. 

Mr. S. lived to the age of 65, without 
prayiug in his family, or confessing Christ 
before the world. His wife had long been 
a professed follower of the Laiub. His 
children, consisting of two sons and a 
daughter, had Come to the age of maturity 
around him. 

Mr. S. was a native of New-Eng- 
Innd. lit his youth, he enjoyed the preach¬ 
ing of the Gospel, and much pious instruc¬ 
tion. During the Intter years of his minor¬ 
ity, his attention was arrested by the truth 
—he was convinced of his sin and guilt, 
and anxiously engaged to seek the salvation 
of his soul. At length, he felt resolved to 
serve the Lord. In the mercy of God 
through Christ he hoped; but his hopes 
were mingled with fears and doubts. He 
neglected to make a public profession of 
religion, and his religious affections grew 
languid. 

Alter a few years, he married and re¬ 
moved out of New-Englitnd to settle in a 
country then tietv. The hardships and pri¬ 
vations incident to n new country tasked 
his energies. But under the smiles of a 
favoring Providence, he acquired proper¬ 
ty.—His industry, integrity, mid intelli¬ 
gence, secured for him general respect. 
His body was invigorated with health; his 
table Inden with plenty; his barns filled with 
golden harvests. In his worldly interests 
lie was thriving. But it was not so with 
his soul. 

The country became more settled, and 
at length n church v.ns organized within 
ten miles of him. His wife was one of its 
members. Hut his confidence of his own 
good estate through grace, was now exceed¬ 
ingly weak. He was unhappy, and he felt 
more and more disineli«i«d to take t ie sta 
of a Christian. 

Thus he lived for 30 years—clinging 
a trembling hope, yet without a heaven¬ 
ward progress, and without being happy or 
useful, Where Christians conversed with 
him from time lo time, they hoped he was 
a renewed man, but they could not per¬ 
suade him to take up the cross in the du¬ 
ties of the family and the church. 

His scattered locks were now whitened 
with the snows of age, and God saw it best 
to chnsten him with a complicated, linger¬ 
ing, and painful disease. In his sickness I 
saw him, having preached at his house on 
the nature, necessity, and effects of the 
Christian disposition, exhibited in the 12th 
chapter of Cor. I inquired, if he felt as 
there described. 4 Sometimes,’ said be, 4 1 
think I do, I am a poor sinner. I don’t 
know, I think I have had this spirit. It is 
every thing. But then,—here he ttflil me 
his difficulties. He Imd never had confi¬ 
dence to call his family together, and pray. 
He felt it to be a duty. I gave him some 
suggestions about the best manner of com¬ 
mencing, and he engaged to make trial. 

I left him, and in two or three months visit¬ 
ed him again. To his joy'he had set up 
family prayer. He maintained it when lie 
■was able. It was found to be easy. His 
diffidence was gone, and he wag evidently 
more decided for Christ. 

On being visited again, his views appear¬ 
ed more clear, and he wished to unite with 
the church. His health was poor, and not 
likely ever to be better. The day was ap¬ 
pointed to admit him, and dispense to him 
the memorials of the death and love of his 
beloved Savior. I went nt the time. A 
inumber of professors and others were as¬ 
sembled. It was a hallowed place. Mr. S 
was on the bed,-but was much more com¬

-‘Do you feel that such sufferings are de¬ 
served.’ ‘ O, yes; these sufferings are 
nothing’ he replied ‘.I am a polluted and 
sinful creature.

‘None 
but Christ,’ said lie. 4 What a Saviour !

Revival at Sea. 

The readers of the Magazine will recollect, 
mr number fur July Inst, a brief notice ol several 
lopeful conversions which took place on board 
the hark Ooerlin, on her last voyage to Canton. 
The following extract of a letter from captain 
Hoyt, the master, confirms the account then gives 
It is dated, 

Bristol (Eng ) Oct. 21,1836. 

Dear Sin,— 1 tli I not think it best, when I 
i Instin New Yolk, to comitiunicnte any par¬ 
ticulars of the good work on bomb the Obarlin, 
my last voynge to China, for fear it might ap¬ 
pear like boasting, and for fear the hopeful con¬ 
verts might not hold out. Some of these men I 
have with me on the present' voyage, and of 
: Olliers ! have information, and feel that I 
low speak with some confidence, that the 
; oil board my ship was indeed of grace.— 
n wo left Loudon for Canton, we numbered 
sixteen souls in all, but I could not perceive any 
thing like piety in any of them except tvra. They 
were a wild anil wicked set of young men, active 
in their duty, and active in sin. Tracis were 
distributed among them, books were loaned them, 
the Bible was read, and worship was maintain¬ 
ed. But no change appeared on the passage out. 
While at Canton, the men behaved well. Our 
good and kind minister, Mr, Stevens, was often 
with us, and gave them much good advice, tie- 
aide distributing Billies, and other good hooks, 
among them. His kind manner won their affec¬ 
tion ; they appeared to he very fond of Him, anil 
aaid he was not a proud and stiff man that was 
afraid lie should tar his hands if he came on the 
Ibrecastle. I trust his counsels ami prayers were 
not unavailing. On the passage home, our cabin 
was partly filled with goods, and was so much 
crowded tor room that evening prayers were at¬ 
tended in the cabin hv the 'officers only; but I 
had told the men, on I lie passage our, that when 
any of them wished to make inquiries, on the 
subject of religion, to come to nie without em¬ 
barrassment. Nothing, however, occurred until 
we were near the Cape of Good Hope. We there 
experienced a heavy gale of wind; willi much 
rain, and most severe lightning. It was a solemn 
time to me, as I looked around on my «rew as 
the flashes of lightning illumined the night, stan¬ 
ding with the rain beating on me, hoping that this 
should not pass off from the minds of ihe crest 
as sermous did, and praying that the Lord would 
cause his thunderto speak to their hearts. Whi ! e 
this was passing through my mind, a sudden 
flash almost blinded my eyes for several mo¬ 
ments, and, as I afterwards found, struck, (not 
the ship,) but the heart of the man at the helm. 
Then, at the wheel, he made a covenant with 
God, and engaged to be no longer a slave to sin. 
His views of his own sinfulness were very deep, 
but he at length found peace in believing. Tho 
others saw the change in this man and were 
greatly moved, and shortly alter another came 
and joined us at prayers, weeping anti confessing 
himself a great sinner. Another, nnd another 
came, and soon we had to clear away and make 
room for them at our hour of prayer. How much 
was I rejoiced v. ben 1 saw seven of inv sailors 
on their knees as penitents; and 1 fully believe 
that all hut one ef them have received an evid¬ 
ence of the pardoning love of Christ, and will 
hold out to lie useful members of society, anti 
faithful to God anil man. 1 hardly expect aver 
to enjoy more happiness than we did after round¬ 
ing ihe Cape of Good Hope, till we arrivee home 
—all was love—all was looking to Christ. Per¬ 
haps some may ask, whether the shin's duty was 
not neglected during this time? f answer, no, 
sir; it never was done better; and while we 
endeavored to serve God, we were not unmind¬ 
ful of the duty we owed to our owners, nor neg¬ 
lectful of the property entrusted to our ears.”

June 13th.—A sailor, at mast-head, called out 
to know il l rould sell him that Bible? ‘No,’ 
said i, ‘ it is already disposed of.’ ‘ I am sorry,’ 
»aiil he, ‘ as 1 have already had to go three voy¬ 
ages without one. 1 wish you would bring me 
one.’ I, of course, complied with his request. 

Another, when informed tho price of the Bi¬ 
ble, said, ‘ it is loo little—1 will give you a dollar 
(double the cost) for one.’ 1 informed him that 
this amount made hitn a member ol the society, 
but he declined giving his name. 

Sabbath.--'Took a walk among the shipping, 
and invited several sailors to attend the Mariner’s 
church, who expressed a willingness lo go. My 
attention was now directed to n young man, who 
ras gazing at the shipping, apparently in atlini- 
ittion. 1 invited him to go. Said he, ‘ 1 am not 
sailor; lam a stranger here.’ I observed, 4 it 
makes no difference ; you aro welcome if you 
will go.’

1 distribut¬ 
ed them among tiie people belonging to the Ca¬ 
ciques that brought tiie cargo alongside, most of 
them belonging to the Morea, as I had not an op¬ 
portunity ot distributing them tin shore. I thought, 
as you intended them'for the use of the Greeks, 
they might, with the help of God, be the means 
of stirring up n spirit of inquiry among those 
blind and superstitions creatures. After I hail 
served out a few among them, they were so we.I 
pleased with their comerets that they Were all 
anxious to have more, ami passe.l several remarks, 
saying what good people the English must lie.— 
May the Lord bless them to their use, and his 
kingdom be established in this his once favored 
land. It is grieving to see the generality of man¬ 
kind living entirely to themselves. God dots not 
seem to be in all their thoughts.” 

A Oodlt max’s trial; —“ I have linen very 
much annoyed oil hoard ever since leaving Smyr¬ 
na, especially with the clerk and mlother man lie- 
longing lo Smyrna, who were with me taking ac¬ 
count ol the cargo.
